Bond Issues 
of $2,299,000 
Up For Vote

Every indication promises a great 
wealth of blossoms by next Thurs¬ 
day, March 13, when “open house" 
at the great Wistaria vine begins 
Many automobiles filled with tourists 
are already making the circle at 
Scenic Point to see if the vine is in 
bloom. These facts indicate the us¬ 
ual interest in this floral attraction. 

The advertising committee’s pro¬ 
gram to have at least 1,000 of the 
attractive new Wistaria post cards 
in the mails this week, bearing per¬ 
sonal invitations from Sierra Madre 
folks to their friends to visit the 
vine between March 13 and 28, is 
well under way. These post cards 
were on the street Wednesday noon 
and sold rapidly, 500 being pur¬ 
chased in the first three hours. 

Mrs. Milton Steinberger, chairman 
of excursions, is sending out many 
letters. One hundred letters were 
sent to organizations by the com¬ 
mittee. One thousand posters, a 
beautiful four-colored print of the 
vine, will be ready for distribution 
tomorrow. These may be obtained 
at the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Civic association, and at Mrs. Mes- 
ecar’s office. 

Sierra Madre people are urged to 
help place these posters in suitable 
places in near by towns, and to see 
that every automobile carries one. 

The advertising committee includes 
Woman’s club, Mrs. Mesecar, chair¬ 
man, assisted by Mrs. Nuetzel, Mrs.

Bonds to the amount of$2,299,000 
will be voted on by Sierra Madre ’ 
voters during the next month. Other 
matters involving later expenditure.s 
will also be passed upon. The vot¬ 
ers will have their hands full keep-: 
ing track of the various propositions. 
Taking them in order they are as' 
follows: 

School election, March 28: Sierra 
Madre school district bonds, $100,- 
000 . 

Pasadena High School district 
bonds, $2,1.19,000. 

Proposition to form a junior col-: 
lege district co-incident with Pasa¬ 
dena high school district; election of 
one trustee. 

Special city election, April 1: 
Municipal water bonds, $80,000. 

Regular election, April 14: Elec-, 
tion of two trustees, clerk and treas- j 
urer. 

Announcement of the water bond 
proposal was the first to be put be-; 
fore the voters, although the last to 
be voted upon. The $80,000 issue is 
to take care of the improvements 
declared to be absolutely necessary 
by Willis S. Jones, expert who 
made a survey of the city’s needs. 

The Sierra Madre school district 
program is not yet fully formulated, 
and can only be stated in a general 
way. As indicated to the News by 
George S. Anderson, president, and 
Mrs. J. N. Hawks, clerk of the 
board, the capacity of the present 
plant will soon be exhausted. It is: 
imperative to begin planning for ex¬ 
pansion. Buildings of permanent 
type have been generally regarded 
as the next item to be undertaken 
by the district, as well as the ac¬ 
quisition of more land. 

The ultimate ownership of the en¬ 
tire block bounded by Highland, Au¬ 
burn, Grand View and Hermo.sa is 
the aim. Out of this bond issue it 
is expected to begin by purchasing 
the tract at the corner of Auburn 
and Grand View, and possibly some 
additional ground. Tentative plans 
have been considered for the erection 
of a fire proof building on a unit 
plan. This would include an audi¬ 
torium to seat 800 or 1,000 persons., 
The $100,000 asked would be applied 
to the development of the program. 

High School Bonds 

Fortunately, the burden of the 
$2,119,000 high school <listrict bonds 
will not fall on Sierra Madre alone. 
The city of Pasadena and other out¬ 
lying elementary districts will share 
the load. Of this amount, $1,024,000 
will be paid over to the Pasadena 
elementary districts for the school 
plants which are to be devoted to 
junior hgh .school purposes. The re¬ 
maining $1,095,000 will be devoted to 
new high school buildings. Out of 
this it is expected a junior high 
school plant will be erectefl some¬ 
where in the east end of the city, 
probably in the neighborhood of La- 
manda Park 

No portion of the proposed bond 
money will be used for the erection 
of junior college buildings. The 
junior college proposition is merely

This is the third time that the 
General Education Board has given 
large amounts to Pomona College, 
and it is believed that this is the 
largest single gift made by the 
Board to any institution west of the 
Rocky mountains. The gifts of tlie 
board are always conditioned upon a 
larger amount being secured from 
the interested friends of the institu¬ 
tion. They have given this large 
amount in recognition of the great 
opportunities of Pomona College, and 
of the fact that the financial pres¬ 
sure since the war has made it im¬ 
possible for the college to receive 
more than a very .small proportion 
of the students clamoring at its 
gales for admission. 

Nearly 1,100 new applications for 
admission to Pomona College were 
filed the past year, of which it was 
possible to accept but 275. It is not 
the purpose of the college to become 
a great institution with students run¬ 
ning into the Wiousands, but rather, 
as stated above, to develop the plan 
of separate colleges, each with a 
small enough registration to main¬ 
tain the value of personal contacts 
between the faculty and the .student 
body.

SPLENDID GIFT 
TO POMONA IS 
MADE PUBLIC 


Selectivity-Distance 
Volume and Clearness 


Pomona College announces two im¬ 
portant events which mark perhaps 
the greatest single forward move¬ 
ment in the history of the college. 
At a meeting ju.st held of the mem¬ 
bers of the city council, chamber of 
commerce, and other prominent cit¬ 
izens, President Blaisdell announced 
that Miss Ellen Scripps of La Jolla, 
who has recently made several valu¬ 
able gifts to the college, has secured 
the famous Indian Hill tract of land 
ror the benefit and future development 
of the college. 

This tract of land embraces about 
280 acres, and was acquired by Miss 
Scripps at an e.xpense of $250,000. 
With other smaller pieces of proper¬ 
ty which have been acquired for the 
benefit of the college by trustees 
and other friends, it gives a total 
frontage upon the north side of the 
Foothill boulevard from Indian Hill 
boulevard to Mills avenue of about 
a mile. 

At the same time friends of the 
college have been acquiring for its 
future u.se various tracts of vacant 
land lying between Sixth street and 
the Foothill boulevard and College 
and Mills avenues. This will give 
the college eventually practically a 
half mile of frontage on the south 
side of the Foothill boulevard. 

Future Plans 

The acquisition of this additional 
land which gives the college a cam¬ 
pus area of about 500 acres, does 
not mean that there will be any im- 
metliate building. It has been se¬ 
cured and is being held in order to 
provide for the future development 
of the institution along lines which 
have been in the mind of President 
Blaisdell for a long time.

It is believed that the acquisition of 
this land, giving ample space for the 
development of one of the greatest 
univei-sities of the country, will ap¬ 
peal to men and women of means 
who are interested in higher educa¬ 
tion, and that material contributions 
will be ma<le in the near future to¬ 
wards the realization of this great 
program.

It has already been announced that 
Pomona college is contemplating a 
financial campaign in order to in¬ 
crease its i>ermanent endowment.

Farmers Should 
Have More Books 
Bulletin Claims 


“Not one farmer in ten has as 
many books on agriculture as he 
should have,” says a bulletin from 
the Utah Agricultural college. The 
bulletin continues: 

Farmers in many cases fail to re¬ 
alize that by spending a dollar or 
two for a book w’hich contains valu¬ 
able information they might save 
themselves hundreds of dollars. 

They should form a stronger habit 
of consulting hooks that will help 
them in their work. Many farmers 
have a prejudice against what they 
call book farming, but by having 
these prejudices they are simply 
standing in their own light. Books 
on agriculture are a condensed rec¬ 
ord of farming experience. From a 
book a person can often get more 
facts in an hour than he could get in 
weeks visiting with his neighbors. 

It is rapidly being found that the 
man who has not leanied how to use 
‘books cannot compete with the man 
who has at his fingers’ ends the best 
things that have been published on 
farming and who knows how to get 
at the.se facts when he needs them. 
Farmers should spend a few dollars 
each year enlarging their agricul¬ 
tural library so that they may keep 
themselves posted on the best the 
world knows regarding their busi¬ 
ness.

Insect Attack 


An un.su.'ial .sea.^onal outbreak of 
the aphis, in which it ha.s attacketi 
alfalfa, is reporteii general in the al¬ 
falfa growing di.stricts of the coun¬ 
ty, according to the Agricultural Ex¬ 
tension service. Attacks on alfalfa 
are e.xcee<iingly rare, and to many 
growers it is a new experience. 

The outbreak is seasonal only anil, 
because of its rarity, control meas¬ 
ures are not specifically known. It 
is an insect that appears and dis¬ 
appears quickly. 

It is believed that the first cut¬ 
ting only will be atfected. It is 
recommended that this first cutting 
be cut short, raked up, cured and 
then burned, and a heavy flooding 
be given. 

The only method known for direct 
killing of the insects is the applica¬ 
tion of nicotine sulfate in some form. 
Where dusting is used, dust con¬ 
taining 10 per cent of this compound 
is efi'ective.

colleges, the combination would be 
six years of elementary schooling, 
four of intermediate, and four of 
junior college. In small town and 
rural communities a sufficient num¬ 
ber of districts would be consolidated 
to have schools on the 6-4 or the 6-6 
plan, .sending their students beyond 
these limits to the larger commun¬ 
ities for advancetl training of all 
kinds. The large high school build¬ 
ings, already erected and superior in 
equipment to all but the best four- 
year colleges, would adequately hou.se 
the four-year junior colleges. 

Now to discuss the purposes of the 
junior college. 

Place of Junior College 

In an excellent article published 
in School and Society, Dean l.ange 
shows that the pre.sent secondary 
school system is not properly minis¬ 
tering to the whole of adolescence. 
He writes: 

“When every normal pupil shall be 
able to find in the seventh grade, 
the nurture suited to his years and 
thenceforth shall have at least the 
chance to grow in the same way. 
year by year, through middle and 
late adole.scence, then the new uni¬ 
versal criticism of the high school 
that it begins too late and ends too 
early, will be an anachronism. 

“The junior college has come to 
fulfill the high school in every part 
of the state for all qualified students. 
And .such a consummation will mean 
special as well as regular .students.
